I R D E RS were iffued by the Lord Inchiquin , General of Thursday , 
the Place, for a Captain, Lieutenant, Enfign 5 and two Mar. 25. 
I .'Serjeants, -with Severity private Souldiers , to be fent to 1680. 
i the Ailiftarice of Charles Fort, then furrounded with 
| ^multitudes of Moors , both Horfe and Foot ; who falling 

r to theuslate way of Intrenching, and having not long 

fcefcre made, fomefmall Works from Kendal Fort to P^Fort, with 
fome inconfiderable Works betwixt Charles Fort and Henrietta Fort , 
as aljb an -additional Line towards their old Lines upon Tiviot Hill, 
pointing freight towards Charles Fort 5 they this night advanced their 
Line frotnKemld Fort as fer as the Pond under Fond Fort , and a little 
fatther urtde* the Hill, and that upon Tiviot Hill within Caft of a 
ftand-Grabido- of our Stockado's, and that towards Henrietta Fort 
^rithinhalf Moaiquet-lhot of Charleston. Our fmall firing did not 
iriuch difttafc them-, by reafon of their being always under Ground; 
• they not firing fcarce one Shot in 24 Hours. 

-They worked -very- hard in every one of the aforefaid Trenches , ftill Friday, 26. 
under covert, 'till fuch time as it begun to be dark. The next morning 
*hey hadadvariced all- t&e Trenches from Pond Fort, to the Brink of 
S little Hill-pointing towards our Lines of Communication , betwixt us 
aad^thepritfe'-, the other two not much medledwithall. 

The Workmen that wrought all that night retired to their In- satur. 27. 
tfe^hfflentS before day ,- becaufe the Earth thrown up that night was 
^iot fcffitfie-tffcto fhelt£r-*hem from our Shot in thedaytime , and to 
break up new Ground they dnrft not. -The fame irigbt all we can find 
they did, was making a crofs Trench near the Pond, by reafon the 
former &ia$irou&ed<#nh water they could not pafs to relieve their

They wrought fo hard allnight , that they extended their Trenches 
from P^d Fort in two Branches near to the Brink of the HilL^ and 
withall made a Blind with Stones from that of Tiviet-Hill, in fomuch 
that not a Gun we had could bear upon them •, from whence they fired 
abundance of Shot, without expofing themfelves to any danger, and 
winded their Trenches to pafs betwixt us and Henrietta Fort. 

In fo much that they cut a Gap in our old Lines of Communication. 
At night, fo ibon as dark, they put all hands to work to mark out their 
Ground. Being a very clear night, by reafon of Moon-fhine, we could 
very clearly dilcern them in great numbers. We kept fmall firing 
from Nine of the clock 'till the Moon Ccz, and made them defift their 

Work. 

In the morning, before day, they began to work again, and brought 
up three Lines a-breaft, and wrought fo hard that day, that they 
brought their Lines very near the brink of the Hill, betwixt us and 
Teter borough Tower -, and the other, near our Lines of Henrietta. 

The fame day we erected upon our left hand Battery, a Cavallier, at 
leaft in height thirty foot above ground, which would contain eight or 
nine Men very well to fire from, and difcover the bottom of a great 
many of their Lines , to the Moors great amazement. 

That night they expofed themfelves to our fight , but our Shot did 
much abate their Work. 

They continued their Work very hard all day , and about Three of 
the clock pitched eight of their Colours in their Lines, viz. one all Red 
under Kendal, four with Yellow ftriped within Piftol lhot betwixt us 
and HenriettaVort, as alfo one all Green, and two all Red. 

Captain Trelawney, our then Governour, planting his Guns to-' 
wards them , very happily fliot down one of their Colours, the Green, 
and tore another of them , fo that they were forced to remove them. 

They continued working 'till fix or feven of the clock > "but did not 
work one ftroke all night. 

This morning we efpied their Army marching over the Hill in great 
Bodies , both Horfe and Foot , Colours flying , but to what intent we 
knew not. About three of the clock in the Afternoon they all returned, 
and pitched up their Colours in fome of the former places,.and towards 
Sun-fet fell to their work again, fo that the Trenches on that fideneareft 
iWFortj before Sun-rifing, were advanced within fight of our Lines 
of Communication 5 and on the other fide, entred our Line betwixt 
us and Henrietta. 

They continued their work ©n both fides, which they advanced very 
near to the Breach of our Communication. 

They advanced their Lines on Henrietta fide, one palling towards 
the Rock , another towards our Line, to meet their other Line betwixt 
us and Peterborough Tower , and had ten Colours pitched flying in their 
Lines. 

They advanced their Line clofe to our Lines of Communication, and 
upon the other fide, towards Henrietta, to the Top of the Hill, that 
we could not pafs , either to or from the Town. 

They cut through our Line. 

They continued their work,, fo that at night their two Lines met 

between us and the Town. 

We 
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Saturday io- We perceived between us and Henrietta fome forts of 
Engines made by the Enemy to run upon wheels, whether it was to 
Ihelter them from our (hot in time of their work, or otherwife, we could 
not well judge. The fame day happen'd a difcontent among our men 
For want of Wine, with their Bergco, very near to the height of 

^slnday n- The Truckles they fet up betwixt us and Henrietta, but 
our Guri Playing well upon them, forced them to remove them the 
fame night. About 8 a clock at night they attaqued Henrietta 3 our 
men did ply their SmalMhot and Granadoes till 3 a clock in the morn- 
ing and defended the place with much Bravery: But what they got 
for their pains, we could not difcover. 

Monday 12. They refted all day and night, without any attempt to 

our view. , ,. , ■ •,- r * c- - 

Tnefday 13 The Moors attempted little or nothing, fave fettmg up 
their Colours, to the number of 17 or 18, betwixt us and Teterbnrgh 

°Wed'nefday 14. About one or two a clock it fell a Raining, which 
troubled their Trenches, infomuch that they were cleanfing them 

ThurUay 15. From the Truckle fet up for a Blind betwixt^us and 
Henrietta, they digged a Trench towards the foundation of Henrietta, 
and continued working very hard. ,_...'", 

Friday t6. They continued working all along their Line betwixt 
Henrietta and W Fort, making places of Armes in feveral places of 
their Lines, their Drum beating like a Cooper upon a Tub. and Pipe 
playing for moft part of the time. Laft night Captain St. John fpeaking 
to our Governour in Town in the Speaking-Trumpet, the Moors fell a 
hallowing and (homing all along their Lines. ; 

Saturday 17. They continued their work in making their Trenches 
deeper: they proceeded little or no farther to any purpofe this day. 
We made ufe of our Hand-Granadoes out of a fmall Mortar-piece, which 
th^ew fome of them into their Trenches amongft their Colours. This 
ni^ht thev made a Blind of Stones upon their Trenches, about a mans 
height, whether for their own, or Colours (helter, we could not cer- 
tainly tell, but i'uppofed both. . 

Monday ??. They continued Working on each fide, particularly to- 
wards Henrietta, as if they intended to Gap. 

Tuefday Wed?icfday,Thurfay, Little or no extraordinary Bufinels Was 
aaedbythem, fave the cleanfing of their Trenches, with the augmen- 
tation of a fmall Line between Charles Fort and Henrietta Lines of Com- 
munication. * 

Friday 23. At night the Moors cut another Gnall Trench through the 
Bullet Store, betwixt- us, and their former Trenches : Little or nothing 
elfewas a&ed by them, faving their bringing a great deal of Timber, 

but for what ufe is not yet known. 

B Saturday 
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Saturday 24. The Moors cut our Lines betwixt their Trenches and 
TeterhorougbTower into gaps, at 5 or 6 yards diftance each gap, and took 
away their Biind upon the little Hill near Tend Fort, and caft up the 
Earth in the form of a Half tvound, and likewife advanced that Trench 
begun the night before in the Bullet-five about 20 yards towards the 
Henrietta. 

Sunday, Monday, Tuefday, They wrought little or nothing. Theyfent 
a Flag or Truce with a trench-man and an Fngliflj- m an hom Teiuan, to 
tell us that they had undcrmin'd all our Forts, and if we would not 
yield our felves prifoners at War, every one of us to be Slaves 5 they 
would fetFire to their Gun-powder within an hour, which was all the 
time they would allow for an Anfwer, and for our fatisfa&ion, brought 
a Seguro from the Alcaide for fome of our Men to view the readineis 
of their Mines : We lent two of our Miners, who returning within the 
limited time^ and the Moors having the Anfwer of our Commanders in 
Chief, That roe would fiand it out to the last 3 They (prung their Mine 
between 3 and 4 a Clock without any dammage to us, (God be prailed.J 

Friday 30. They did little or nothing, fave cleanfing their Trenches 
of fome Rain that fell the night before , and this morning they remo- 
ved all their Colours to the number of 17 or 18, out of their Trenches, 
which had flood night and day ever fince the 31th. of March laft. 

Monday, May 2,0th. Tuefday and Wednefday, They did attempt little 
or nothing, lave making a fmall Line between the Bullet-ftore, and out 
Line from Henrietta, I brieve for Loop-holes to fire out of, their other 
Trenches being fo deep fince the time the Rain has continued fo vio- 
lent, that they were troublefom to them. 

Thurfday, May 6, They brought the (mall Trenches next us to meet, 
and cut fome of our old Lines betwixt us and Henrietta ;, heigh tning 
their Trenches in the bottom by Kendal Fort, where cur Shot did much 
trouble them in mounting their Guards, by reafon their former Tren- 
ches were full of Water. 

Saturday, May 8. They fwarm'd from their Camp into their Trenches, 
as we thought to the number of 400 or 500, who fell to cleanfing their 
Trenches of the Rain. About Two a Clock in the Afternoon, we fpy'd 
them halfing Carriages cf great Guns along Jews River, which they 
placed on a little Hill near to Henrietta, from whence they fired their 
Shot 5 or 6 times againft the place : We underftand by lbme of their 
Balls that went into Town, that they were not much above two pound, 
which we thought would come asfhort of Battering down any of our 
Forts, as their Mine came fhort of blowing up Charles Fort. 

Sunday, May 9. Our People from Henrietta called to us, that they 
could hold out no longer, by reafon that the Moores had made a Breach 
in their Wall, and that their Mine was under their Fort. At night Cap- 
tain St. John declar'd the feme to our Goveraour his Excellency the 
Earl of Inahiquintox his better fatisftftioQ. 

Monday 
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Monday, May 1 o. A Flag of Truce came out of Town, as we thought 
with fome Letters, which was received by the Moors 5 andanrwer was 
given in the fame manner 5 which caufed the Alcaid to drawdown all 
his Forces upon the Lines, and place them one by another like fo many 
Sheep, as we thought, to the number of 5 or 6000, the refult not yet 
known. They Iikewife began Three more Trenches 5 One inclining 
to pais through the Bullet-Sore, between our Fort and the reft of their 
Line 3 another from Henrietta, pointing ftraight towards us ; the Third 
from the brink of the Hill where they Iprung the laft Mine , and as we 
think, laid the Foundation of Three other Mines, which we hoped to 
be to as little eflecl: as the firft. 

Tuefday and Wednefday > From every one of the Moors former Tren- 
ches, they Teemed to Mine againft us 3 infomuch that by region thereof, 
and their covering themfelves with Boards, we found our [dves not 
in a condition to refift them. 

Thurfday, May 1 2. We fell into a Confutation among our felves^ and 
confidering on one fide, that our Men had declar'd, that if they were 
not relieved in three days , they would leave us there : and on the 
other fide, our having refuled their giving us quarter, which we could 
not expeft, if they forced us out; by that means' Iikewife our Guns 
might be taken, without being fpiked and wedged, which would be a 
great Afiiftance to" them to batter the Town 5 werefolved to quit the 
Fort on Friday^ and Fight our way throught 3 whereupon : we ipiked 
and wedged all our great Guns, broke and mad? ureleis all the refto£ 
our Ammunition of W'arr, putting them amongft our Powder which 
we made ready to Blow up fo foon as we fhouid he gone out of the 
Fort 5 which we abandoned about 7 or 8 of the Clock, but we found 
their Trenches Co deep that we could not make the defence' we ex- 
pected; fo that from a 170 odd mea we brought off but 44 > CaptakS 
Trelarvney being cut to pieces amongft the reft.

The Sally v. as at 8 a Clock in the Morning, and the men of Charles 
Fort were to begin, and our Forlornt Commanded by Captain Humes, 
was to Advance to the Enemies Trench, and the other Captains to 
advance according to their feveral pofturs. 

After this Adion was over, the Moors took our Guns that were in 
Charles Fort, and unfpik' d them, & clear'd them $ and with them began 
to play upon Tole Fori and the Town : Upon which the Govemour czl'd 
a Councel of Officers to confult what was beft to be done, and Gnding 
that we could not maintain Tole Fort, and if we {hould not abandon 
it, wc (hould lofe 100 men with three Officers : We (ent and Treated 
with the Alcade, being refolved to quit Tole Fort, and Norwood Re- 
doubt with as much Honour as poffibly we could at that time. The 
Alcade concented to let us carry off our Ammunition and our Tally- 
dadoes, and agreed to aCefiation for four Months, in which time in all 
likelihood they will be content to confent to an Honourable Peace. 

The Out-limets are agreed on by each party how far we (hall go, 
and no further.

N Tburfday the 1 %th inftant at night, calm, Captain 
Trelawny called to the Town, by a Speaking Trum- 
pet, acquainting my Lord Inchiqubt, they could 
no longer defend themfelves, the Moors having feveral 
Mines; and that his Men mutinied, fo that they defigned to 
quit Charles Fort next morning at Eight of the Clock, and 
endeavour their Efcape to the Town 5 my Lord defired 
them to be ready at Six, they anfwered they could not be 
ready before Seven. My Lord called two Councils of War, 
and it was agreed to make a Sally at the fame hour to afllft 
their retreat, and ordered that Captain Geo. Humes, fecond 
Captain of the 4 Scotch Companies which came from Ireland 
in the James and Swa?i Frigats, (hould Command the Forlorn 
hope of about 8 o men to attacque the Trenches, and Major 
Boynton, Captain Giles, isre. to Command the main Body 
which lay half way between the Trenches and thePalafado 
under Veterburough Tower, and 2 Lieutenants to Command 
Parties in each Flanck of the Forlorn-hope,the Referve placed 
within the Spure and Palafado, Commanded by Lieutenant 
$P ra g& being Seamen • and the Bonnetta Sloop, two Bark- 
alongoes arid Ships Boats at the fame time, to be near Giles 
Fort near Whitby, m which was 13 men (to endeavour to 
bring oflfthe Vice- Admiral and Sea Commanders beinp; in 
the Sloop.) Henrietta Fort it feerhs Capitulated 2 or 5 davs 
before, the Moors carrying them frefli Water and Milk, yet 
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kept the Men entire in the Fort until they pkafed to take tb 
out having Mined under than, which being unknown 
theTownm-a^.vFort, die latter dill by their Trumpet 
told them thcrrdciign, which it's believed might give the 
\%r?-fomeiaotice of their leaving their Forts though ipoken 
iaiVi/k; the 14V) at 7 in the morning the Gamfon quitted 
fWoVort, being one hundred feventy fix men, and Cap- 
tion frdaivnys little bov, leaving die Guns double {hotted, 
{hiked and wedged with ileel, as alfoonc little Morter-piece, 
but put their Ammunition and bell things into the Aline, 
with a tram of Powder and 2 Inches ot Match lighted, one 
inch being fpent before zhev got. out ot the Gate, and by- 
their coming into the Moors firit Trenches the Mine fprang, 
they <*ot well ovt^Trencte; butdiaprfcxt to the i ownbe- 
inackepcLt, was at lead 14 Foot with water and durt in the 
bottom, by rafon of the late Rains 3 the fir ft that came in- 
to it fomegotovcrbythehelpoftheother, andfoefcaped 
meeting with places not fo difficult, but notwdiftandmg 
Captain Geo.Humes with the Forlorn-hope behaved them- 
felvesvery bravely, clearing the Trenches with hand Grana- 
does yet no more bur 35? came off, the reft being cut in 
pieces in the great Trench, fave 14 and the little Boy, whom 
they took alive: Amongft the {lain was Captain Trelawny, 
who-brouo-htup the Rear, and was kill'd in helping the little 
Boy up (asisfaid.) Captain Stjobn got over hrft, but was 
(hot through thebody when he was near our Pahfado, its 
hoped he may recover, the Lieutenant and Enfi^a efcaped. 
Our Boats at this time being near Giles Fort, could not per- 
fwadethe 13 Men torun into the water, thq- laying the (hot 
flew fo thick they fhould be all kill'd 5 fave one man which 
fwarnorT, the reft furrendred diemfelvesto rh& Moors, 7,1% 
12 of Giles Fort, 30 in Henrietta, and 14 and the Boy of 
Charles Fort, in all 57 were made Captives, and about 125 
or more flain. The next day the Akade fent in a flag or truce 
to fetch our dead, whofe bodies were accordingly brought 
in but without their heads, they being all cut oft, which m 
the afternoon the Akade fent in alfo. In the Adventures Boat 
was kill'd a Voluntier called Wray, Brother to Sir Boucher 
Wray who was yefterday buried in Tangier Church, with his 
Brother Captain Trelawny. The Moors are now placing their 
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Guns a«aii lit Peck Fort, and have already fent federal ihot 
through the Wall, they have three Guns "mounted offeve- 
ral natures, ot 5>, ot 6, and of 3 pounders ; it's believed 
they have brought jbn-e from Arzilla. We are ufing;a]l 
means poiiiblc to defend Pcol.< i-o:r,but it is fomewhat doubt- 
ful it will tall into the Enemies hands, withthofc fo near 
the Gate, as well A'orrroods Redoubt, and the other. 

May 1 S. This morning appears in our light a Battery 
upon the Hill, Souih-wejt from Pods Fort, and about half a 
Piftol Iho^ orfthev have Palifidocd it round, we believe with 
thofe we lert at C harks Fort, and are now hard at work dic- 
ing. This Battery looks into the upper Cattle, arid upon 
my Lords Houfe 3 they hav e placed one Gun in-it already, 2 or 
3 days will Ihewus the Effect of this, which though it be'nigh 
the Irijh Battery, yet cannot play upon it, for the brow of 
the Hill over it. We yet continue'to relieve Pools Fort every 
day, but thefe People having very dextrous Miners from Al- 
gier and the Levant (as is faidj it will not beeafie to hold 
any of the Forts 5 What deiign they may have upon the 
Town is uncertain, but to ail appearance it is in danger, if 
they continue in their approaches, except we had men fufti- 
cient for to make Sallies, efpeciallyHorfe 5 for want of which 
our Men very much dread dieirs: Captain Moncrefs and a- 
nother Captain (hot in the Leggs, Lieutenant Bayly is fliot 
through the Body which is doubted to be mortal; Enfign 
Can is {hot through the Wrift, thefe are Scotch $ Captain 
St. John is likely to recover. This is all the News I can aive 
you, which I know to be plain and downright truth. °

March 7. 5 .jT\MarBenHaJJu Alcaide of Alcafer, encouraged by former fuc- 
1680. \^J cefTes, came againft Tangier with an Army of about leven 

thoufand Men. r „ . 

/JW> a 5 He Firfl brake Ground and began to Intrench, the dcfigri or the 
"Enemy being to Intrench between Charles, Marietta, and Cites Forts'. 
HisExcellency, our Governour, took all poffiblfi care, to hirniih them 
with, the beft of his Men, with Ammunitions or War and Provifions 
require for five Months Siege, hoping in that time, that either the 
Moor's would be tired out, or we furmlhed with Succours from Eng- 
land- to- T&t the Siege. The Moor worketh incredibly fait, their 
Trenches-being in ali.places deep, and in moll places tr-eole- a mans 
height. They did not cut off our Communication from the laid Forts; 
until April the %th, all which time we were night and day firing 
witrrsreat and fmail ihot ; but they only fmall. _ 

Frdm-the beginning of this Siege, the Moors began a Mine from the 
Southward of .Charles Sort,, and" We a Countermine. JTh© mlouth -ot 
their Mine was -about two hundred Yards, from the Fort; . 

At nbht, thcitioors attacqued Henrietta Fort, del igning to lap 
it They brought a Shed or Penthoufe of Timber againll the Walls 
of the Fort, that under the cover of it, they might digg a hole and io 
blow it up but were repelled with a very considerable lols. J\ hen this 
way Succeeded not,- the- Moors bcganaMfrfe againll it, drilling tlirougti 
the Earth as they went, that they might not miuake the Fort. ^ 

Th<? Alcaide fent to fummon Charles Fort, telling them tnat he had 
a Mine ready to Spring, and threatning if they rchifcd to lurrcn- 
der, to blow them up with it. Captain Trelawny and Captain it. fob*. 
the Commanders of the Fort, returned this Anfwer, lhat nv inould do 
his worft, thev were fent thither to maintain the .1 art, and not to yield 
\t The Alcaide fent again, defiring them if they would not give credit 
to the danger he informed them of, they mould lend out two or tiicir 
Men to view Ms Mine. They did fo, and upon the return or rnen; 
Men, they made no other Anfwer than Vollics ot imall ihot, and dit- 

olavinc of their E»%lilh Colours in defiance. 

r J ° About 
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About Eight of the Clock that day, the Moors Mine fprang, but 
Without (uccefs, (hort at leaft of the Fort thirty yards. 

The Alcaide fent to Complement Sir Palmes Fairhon upon his April^Qi 
Arrival, and to tell us, that though this Mine did not take effecr, the 
fiext might. That he was there for a long Life or a (hort, and that 
the King his Mafter commanded him, not to ftir from the Field, till 
he had taken the Forts, and reduced the Garrifon to the condition it 
was in when the Tortnguez, had it , and that if they had any mind 
to make an end of the War , they (hould furrender the befieged 
Forts, and quit the reft. 

The Moors played againft Henrietta Fort with a Falcon? Shooting a May 8. 
two pound Ball. 

Henrietta Fort inform'd Charles Fort of their diftrels, the Moors May in 
having a Mine to lpring under their Fort , and Charles Fort by their 
Speaking-Trumpet inform'd his Excellency, who prefently fent out to 
the Alcaidt^ to offer the Surrender of Henrietta Fort , on condition 
the Men might return to the Town with Bagg and Baggage , 
( or at leaft Naked ) the Alcaide's anfwer was, that he wanted not 
Stone-walls, but Slaves for his Matters Service, that he could Deftroy 
them when he pleafed. All that he promifed was, that if they would 
yield, he would give them good Quarter. 

The Moor* played a fix Pounder againft Henrietta, and made a little May it. 
Breach 5 this night, Charles Fort Spake to us in Irijb that Henrietta was 
diftrefied, the Moors having Intrenched nearer, and begun three Mines, 
defiring his Excellencies affiftaace to further their Retreat to the 
Town. 

Refblved at a Council of Warr, that Charles Fort be quitted the May \$< 
next Morning by feven a Clock, that we (hould Sally out with about 
five hundred Men in five parties, Forlorn , Main-body, a Referve, a 
Right and a Lett Wing, and receive them, to further their Retreat. 
That the Men olGiles Fort fhould in the Hurry make their efcape to 
the Sea-fide, where a Sloop and all the Boats of the Fleet lay ready to 
receive them. About Eight or Nine at Night Henrietta Fort furren- 
der'd. 

About break of day, the Moors Blew up Henrietta Fort with their 
Mine. About feven a Clock, the Men of Charles Fort having Spiked 
and Wedged their great Guns, broke their fmall Arms, put all their 
Powder, and Hand-Granadoes, into the Countermine, and rendred 
all the Provifion and Ammunition as unferviceable to the Enemy as 
poffibly could be. And having fet fire to their Train, made their 
way towards the Moorijb Trenches 5 Captain St. John leading the Van 
with the Qranaditrs , and Captain Trelawny bringing up the Rear , 
our Forlorn at the fame time confifting of Eighty Men, Advancing 
towards the Trenches. Two Trenches our Charles Fort Men fafely 
paft, but the third being very deep and watry , and a great number 
of Enemies preffing on hard upon them, a Hundred and twenty four 
were there killed Fourteen takcrrPrifboers, only Forty feven dcaped; 
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among "which Captain St. *}ohn ( but afterwards wounded in the 
Side ) and all the other Officers, except the ' brave and never enough 
to be lamented or Commended Trelarpxy. Our Countermine took Fire, 
and blew up the left Baftian, but theGranadoes did not. Our For- 
lorn did bravely under the Command of Captain £W, a Scotch 
Officer 5 wekill'd feVeral Moorijb Forfe-ztev, an Alcaide of great note, 
called 'Jarboofe, who endeavoured to cutotfour Men that efcaped the 
Trenches. ' When the Forlorne Retreated, one. brave Moor Charged 
them all, -but his Horfe- riding Over Captain Heme , ftumbled at him 
and threw him down , our men Clubb'd their Muskets and prefently 
difpatched him. 

In the Forlorn three or four were kill'd feveral wounded , a Cap- 
tain 'Shot in the Legg, and a Lieutenant Shot in the Body ■$ one Man 
Swam to the Vice-Admiral's Boat from Giles Fort, the reft pretending 
they could not Swim, thought it better to commit themfelves te the 

:mercyof the Moors than the Sea. •• '■• 

. One Volurrter was kill'd, and about ten Men, and twoandtwenty 
Wounded in the Boats. ' ' 

We got leave of theT -Alcaide tbi fetch in our Dead, all miferabiy 
Mangled, and without their Head?, which were afterwards brought into 
us, and Buried with the Bodies. >* ' ' ' ■ ''■'■' - •' : , 

The Enemv from the fide of an JHill near Charhs Fcrt y played a 
twelve Pounder a&mftTvle-Fbrtysn*h\t it five of fix ^5.

His Excellency made a Truce withthe Alcaide For four Months, in 
in order toa lafting Peace, upon the condition the Alcaide was to 
withdraw his Army and great Guns withm three dayes, and to re- 
move his Batterie. - '-■; . - - ; - • ■ - 

We were in the fame time to Demolilh Tole Fort and JSorrvoodsie- 
doubt, and to have the liberty of feeding our Cattle within fixt 

bounds. •••■•■ '■ 1 . , ' m, ". '» l •' 

- Bis Excellency had aH enterview with the Alcaide, hoping to win 
his friendftiip, by (hewing fo great* confidence asthetruaing his per- 
fon with him, who entertain d hinr civilly, difmifthim fafely, and fa- 
luted him with Nine Guns of Charksrfprt, which hehadllnfpikedand 

The ^Alcaide drew up'allhis Army, ^nd made them Fire three great 
Vollies of fmall Shot, and fo went their wayes. • ' 3 c 

Inthethreedayesthe^/^^ftaiciafter the Truce, wehadfrceen- 
tercource with the Moors, they coming freely m 10 uS, and we going 
fecurely among them.- ;; - : > ,

A Moor run away to us, who informs us, that the Moors have loft Ma* 24. 
three Alcaides, and feveral Abxnckades, that is, Captains, a great manv 
Moors kill'd, two died of their Wounds the day he came in, that the 
Alcaide had drawn his great Guns into a Wood in fight of us where 
he left them till his next return , which would be fbortly after the 
expiration of the Truce. 

In the whole fervice, we had about an Hundred and fixty Men kill'd' 
Fifty three taken Slaves, among which is Lieutenant WilCon, Comman- 
der of Henrietta Fort. 

The Moors grow a formidable Enemy, being improved in all the 
Arts of War, as Mining, Sapeing, Intrenching, Scaling and Bat- 
tering. ° 

In Charles Fort they took thirteen great Guns, feven they had taken 
formerly from other Forts. 

They have a Morter-piece likewife taken in Charles Fort, and three 
thoufand three hundred hand Granadoes, with an incredible number 
of great Shot, part from Charles Fort, the reft which we have in many 
years Shot at them, which they carefully gather'd up an d kept. 

After the expiration of this Truce, it is to be feared, they will not 
only Batter the Town from Tole Fort, an overlooking piece of Ground 
but from a Battery on the fand Hills, will hinder all imbarkation ri- 
ding in the Mould, from whence alfo they may Batter down all the 
Houles and Stables on the Mould. 

We have three Forts left, as Cambridge, Fountain, and Bridges 
Fotr, which be not defenfible, when it ihall pleafe the Enemy to defign 
to reduce them. 

So that we (hall be brought to the condition the Tortugttez were in, 
but we can't bring the Moors to the fame they were in, being in my 
fhort abode of four years here, from a cowardly and 'inconfiderable 
Enemy, turn'd to a puiflant and formidable Foe. 

All that we have to hope is thefe three things 3 either that the Moors 
will make a peace with us , as the Alcaide feems inclined, or that the 
King of the Countrey will be ingaged in civil Wars, and fo have 
other occafion to imploy his Force, or that our King will fend fuch 
ftrong recruits, as we may Sally out and beat them from their Tren- 
ches and great Guns, when next they Befiege us- 

The number of our Soldiers is few, but of Fighting Men much Ie(s, 
many being fuperannuated, but more difabled by Debauchery. The 
Freemen be not to be trufted in cafe of diftrefs, they being not under 
Military Command* 
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
